On ^[o^^dav. a party of about 150 waa conditcled by 
Broihcr" Bolmêi lo ihe grave ol Broiher Rus&ell, Upnn 
a hiiuido- slopiiig towaTiîa the aoulh, wc jûined ^lands 
around tIip a'"^^'^ ^^'^ *^'^s: 

"Bicât be rhc tJe that bînds 

Our iiciins TU Chrisiisn love; 
The fçllowïhip ûf kindrcd minds 
Is ]ike \o [Jiat abovp. 

"Our glorioua hope revives 
Our counge ^cry day, 
Whilc eacli ™ilh cxpccldùoLl strivcs 
To run iV.ç lieavçnly way/' 

0»c last 15]jyer]ng look upon tlie scène recatled ïhe 
ppacefui manner of our Paslor's "pa^sing bevond Ihc vail." 
Brofher Rulheriord's words came la niind: "I am glad 
Ihifi prisûiï expérience ^as reïcrved ior ijj, raîher rhan 
for our <lcar Brotltcr HiisseU." 

Wy visitCfl Ihc marble work? and thfcc walciied ihc 
workm<:[i sloivty but surely qbïsçl eut ïhe monumeiît to 
be erectçd as a mémorial to ihe Society. 

Ttie Walrh Tower Society bunal luis in Rostmonï 
Unilcd Cemelerip^. five miles duc north pf Piusbiirsh Oly, 
dûnîain ample grave spacc (or ail ihe members of the 
Betliel familv. and thc Filgrimî and thcir wives— in ail 
more th^n 27J> adult grave?. In Ihc e:^act ccnîcr of The 
Bethel [flC will be erecled diagonally ihe Pyramid Shape 
Monument as di-sigiied by BroiSier BahtcJ, and acccpud 
by SroJ/ii:' RusscU as ihe moil lïtlin^ embl^m ïor an 
çnduriiig moiiument on ihe Sociely's burial space, The 
sï^e of this slruciure îs nine fect acrosï ihe base, and its 
apex sEotie is cxactly seveit feet ahove ihe ground surface 
Içvel. It rests upon a concrète foundation tîve feet <ieep 
and h^avify rpinfnrced wiih harh-'d «rirf, îhe wnrk nf 
Brothçr Bohnct, who would not an trust ihis important 
lask lo aiiyone eEse, so wc are as^urcd the job wai wcil 
donc, The' hrothcr gave a futl descripiion of thc scciirins 
of tlic fock material (aficr rruiticss aticmpts exienrling 
ovcr a period oî abolit lîve yeara) aï l'île lime Vie piïoïeâ 
ihe cQnvemiûnists to ihf cemeïcry and ur^ud us lo help 
oursdves to souvenir chips in tbe ahop of thc granité 
worker near by. 



Theac monslfr bîocks of pink (Brother Russell's fauor- 
ile linl) granïie were brougbl ail the wa>' irom Granité 
Mountain Quarries, near Marble Falls Ciïy ïn Texas, upon 
a spécial t'ai car, and are said to be about 35 per cent 
flint rock. 

Each slope of the pyramid will face onc o£ the large 
lots and on each of thèse slopes is cpi in lour-inçh 
«nhoi^smciiï a Teacher's Bible, on the pagfis oE which will 
appcar thc nami^s of thc oncs buriod thcre, Tht burial 
apace (or Brolhcr Riithcrford was indicated and bis namc, 
like that of Broihcr Rusîcll, wi[l be at tlic lop of opposite 
Bible pa^es. A Bible space heing set apart for the Pilgrims 
— ali in ont lot oi l'ûrty-cight grave space, sa ail ïheir namcs 
wiil appcaf on ihe sarae Bible. 

Abovc Iht lî[lilcs are apaccs for inscriptions In full, 
W. T. 1î. & T. 5-, T, B. S- A-, 'Dead wlih Christ," "Risen 
wilh Christ," clc. And above thèse ihe Cross and Crown 
and Wreath. and ihe whoJe capped with thc apex stone, 
highlv poti^hed— its ahape of course bcine pyramidal. 

Within the itructvire, incascd ïn a bïock of granité, 
will be a sealed métal boî: in which is a complète set of 
Karatol Scriptiirc Studîes, the Mémorial Tower, and one 
of cvqry iracl, TiholOgraphs of Pastor Ru s sel 1, a. copy of 
tJie Society's chaTler, and many other thicis? to inïerest 
the peoplc whc* ar sonie future date may open the pyramid 
and find tbem. 

Hroihet Wm. B. Hiirsl, oi Piltsburgh, who was assist- 
ant supcrinlenrtenl oE the Ùniied Cemeicrics unricr Brother 
Bûhnet's gênerai tharae, will bave the care of Brother Rus- 
sel's grave in the pilgrimage absence of Brother Bohnel. 
!l is c:<pected tiie monument will be in place befûre the 
nexï Décoration Day. Any tmth people dff^iring a chip of 
the slont fliay scnd poslage pnough to carfy a pièce about 
the size of an egg. with enough addhional to pay the 
Sociciy for the trouble of baving il wiapped for the mail.

Subject. "OUR FELLOWSHIP" 



OUR procram annouficea thaï Ihîs îs "Fellowship Day." 
ihifîk of it froni a varîety of slandpoints. Looking 
back ovcr ihc past, we notice how God's peoplt hâve had 
fellowship. 

Away back in the vcry beginning Abel had feïlowship 
with Gûd becauae be waa in harmony wilh God's arrange- 
mtnl. Hc waa 3.\\ alonf in ihifi fcUowsliJp bccaUEï ihere 
was no one cfse who coyid share iï wilh him. Still laler 
on, Noah had iellowship with God because he was in 
harmony wilh the Divine arrangement. He had, however, 
some associâtes with him who could iharc the fellowship — 
bis sons and iheir ■wivesj alio his o^vri Vt'ife. Thus hc 
had fellowship not only with God: his tamily shared ihis 
fellowship wilh him. 

And Ihat is the slandpoint we propose to takc thia 
mornïti^H Wc jump way dowa froixi Noah's day to our 
own day^lfllîf— and seek to know and understand whal 
God is noiv doiiig; corne info harmony wiih il, a.nd ihus 
hâve f?EIa<v^hlp iviih one anoiher and with Gùd. 

We notice that previous to 1S74 we had some fellow- 
ship wilh Cad and with one another. Some of us had 
some fellûivship while in Babyloti p^rhap^; we had feltow- 
ship with one another and ivilh che Lord lO the exlcnt 



Ihat we were in harmony wilh ihc Lord's arrangement 
M tit liiLdetsCOQd It, In 1874, however, there came a 
change in ihe Lord'a arrangements, and fiom ihat time 
iorivard we, who hâve learned of thèse chan^ed arrange- 
ments, hâve h ECU havïng fellowship in a broader and 
fuller and more compkle sensé than fornierly beLaiise wc 
understand the Divine arrangement belter, and bave come 
into hprmony wilh it. 

Wp no:ice, too, some liltle distinctions m respect to 
ihis fellowship which we hâve had since I8T-I. When 
we first came to know about this "prcscni fdlo-jahip" 
we hâve had wîih ihe Father, and with one anolherH we 
were lalkiiig cbiefly about Ihe Plan of thc Arcs, about 
the three worlds and their subdivisions, and about what 
God was purpo^ing to do in thèse âges and their sub- 
divisions. Tjter on ^ve studltd Tabernacle Shadows. then 
Chronoloey. and Ihe Great P>Tamld rcceived our careful 
attention. Ycl more rcrcnily il was the wonderfui evcnts 
reiaiing lo ihe end of Gentile power m 11*14. Tn ail thïs 
we obseri'C 3 pri>greii'i]ve ttftloivship: we ha^ fellowship 
together in ail thèse îhings. 

Since Ociobern l^\A. we hivc been watching thc irend 
of events in the workl with increasing imercst, and we 
hâve been havir-g fellowsliip alon^ olhcr iines. Wc do

UNDER tlie terms of the charter aud by-Jaws of 
the Watch Tower Bible & Tract Society, tlie 
aniiual meeting was held at Pittsburg-h on 
Monday, October 31, 1931. 

A throe--day couventiou preceded the anniml meeting, 
beiiig held at Mémorial Hall. Brotlier Macniiliaa i\as 
the chairman of the convention, which was addresscd 
by the eliairinan and several other brethi-en, amongst 
thein Brothers Wise, Van Ambiirgh, Kendali aTid Eutlier- 
ford. Sunday afteinoon a public address was dehvered 
at the Syria Mosque by tlie Président of tlie Society, 
at which the attendance numbered appro-vunately three 
thousaiid. Splendid attention was given and we hope 
mueh good was done. 

Monday the tbirty-first being the anniver^ary of 
Brother ]î«&sell's change to glory, the fnends assembled 
in the afternoon at tlie eemetery, where mémorial ser- 
vices Avere held, bemg made bnef, however, on account 
of the mclemency of the weather. A little souvenir of 
the plot of ground and the pyramid stone niarkei" had 
bcen provided, which was distributed amougst those m 
attendance. While brief, the ceremony was sweet and 
brouglit many memories of the past and the faithful 
service of our beloved Pastor, While al! missed him, 
ail pejoieed that he had passed to his everlasting reward, 
being forever witii the Lord. 

Withal the convention was a very ble&sed one and 
wheu the hour came for retiiming to the respective 
places of abode, each heart responded with thankful- 
ness to the Lord that he had graciousiy permitted oiir 
assembling together for fellowship and encouragement. 
Monday niornîng the thirty-first, at ten o'cloek, the 
anniial meeting was convened, with Brother Rutherford, 
the Président, in the chair. After the usual devotional 
services the order of business was taken up. The firat 
order of business after considering the minutes being 
the reports, both the Pr^ident and the Secretary made 
reports of the activities of the Society during the past 
year. On motion of Brother Hayea, of Washington, 
the reporta werc received and those présent by unani- 
mous vote cxpressed a deep appréciation of the manage- 
ment of the work under the Lord's supervision and the 
blessings that had attended it during the past year.

OFFICE BOOM 

Since the reestablishment of the Bethel the executive 
oPfices; editorial rooms, correspondence department, etc., 
hâve beeii at Bethel. The spaee there, however, has been 
inadéquate to accommodate the workers required to meet 
the increased demands. flence it has been neeessary 
for us to lease a building at 35 Myrtle Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, some eiglit bloeks from the Betliel Home, at which 
place we hâve installed most of our printiiig raachinery. 

In ail there are labonng at Bethel 107 persona, 
Every one at headquartera works. For this reason it 
is knovni as a worldiouae and not a place to idle away 
time. Ail the available space in the Bethel Home ia 
ûccnpied either as offices or as sleeping rooms, only 
that we reserve two rooms for guests who visît us from 
time to time.
